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PREFACE 


In the summer of 1975, the Canadian Communications Research 
Information Centre published a register of current research 
projects. Beyond the bounds of subject content there were 
three limitations for inclusion; the research had to be either 
by Canadians or about Canada; the research had to have been 
initiated or completed in 1974-75; and finally, information 
about the project had to be in the public domain. 


As a year has gone by, the Centre felt that in addition to 
providing a second edition for new projects, a status report 
should be made available on the earlier projects. Accordingly, 
we compiled the information in this report. 


Complete information on the research project is not repeated. 
The title of the work, a comment on completion, and a list 
of resulting publications are indicated. Full address 
information of the researchers must be obtained from the 
Centre. 


The information contained in this report was compiled via 

a questionnaire which was circulated to all of the investi- 
gators who participated in the first edition. In the cases 
where researchers chose either not to reply or they wished 
that we keep the information confidential, we have made no 
entry. In order to facilitate cross-referencing with the 
register for 1974-75, the numerical sequence in which the 
projects are listed in the report corresponds with the order 
in which they were originally reported in the register. 

If a reply is subsequently received but too late for inclu- 
sion, we shall provide a progress report in a regular issue 
of the Newsletter. 


The staff of the Centre welcomes feedback on any aspect of 
the report so that subsequent work can be improved to meet 
user requirements. The support of the Canada Council through 
the Canadian Commission for Unesco, the research services 

of the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation, the Canadian 
Radio-television and Telecommunications Commission, the 
federal Department of Communications, and the Agency for 
Tele-education in Canada, is gratefully acknowledged.
